Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  upon  the  health  of 
your  district  for  1962.  Although  this  draft  comes  last  among 
the  five  districts  in  membership  of  the  Mid- Warwickshire 
Joint  Sanitary  Committee,  it  is  probable  that  it  will  appear 
in  better  time  than  has  been  possible  for  several  years. 
For  this  I  am  indebted  to  all  members  of  the  department 
who  have  made  a  special  effort  to  let  me  have  the  material 
early  in  spite  of  many  and  varied  duties  calling  for  their 
attention. 

Both  birth  and  death  rates  show  a  slight  upward  trend. 
There  was  little  infectious  disease  but  one  may  note  the  un¬ 
welcome  prevalence  of  Dysentery.  This  seems  to  be  gaining 
ground  in  this  and  other  parts  of  the  county,  a  circumstance 
which  can  and  does  easily  occur  whenever  strict  standards 
of  personal  hygiene  are  not  taught  and  observed. 

You  have  again  made  a  significant  attack  upon  the 
backlog  of  slum  clearance,  have  improved  many  of  your 
older  municipal  houses  and  have  given  many  improvement 
grants  to  private  owners.  In  all  this  it  has  been  necessary 
to  relate  worthy  enthusiasm  for  social  reform  with  practical 
matters  such  as  the  provision  of  new  replacement  houses 
and  the  capacity  of  the  local  building  trade.  The  Council 
has  now  reached  the  position  when  it  is  the  landlord  of 
roughly  one-third  of  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  this  borough. 

Clean  Air. — The  severe  winter  made  the  retail  distribu¬ 
tion  of  solid  fuels  unusually  difficult  at  the  same  time  as  it 
enhanced  the  demand  for  all  fuels.  Not  all  householders 
had  been  wise  enough  to  stock  to  capacity  at  summer 
prices.  Nevertheless  inconvenience  seldom  progressed  as 
far  as  real  hardship.  Most  of  the  householders  in  your  smoke 
control  area  made  commendable  efforts  to  observe  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  order  and  this  augurs  well  for  future  pro¬ 
grammes.  Unfortunately  the  unsatisfactory  emissions  from 
the  new  cupola  at  Potterton’s  foundry  have  not  proved 
easy  to  remedy.  The  firm,  however,  and  the  Alkali  Inspec¬ 
torate  are  working  intensively  to  find  a  new  and  better  way 
to  overcome  the  nuisance  being  caused  by  grit  and  smoke. 
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Few  serious  infringements  of  food  and  drugs  legislation 
were  noted.  In  only  one  case — that  of  the  sale  of  mouldy 
cakes — was  it  necessary  to  ask  for  a  prosecution  and  in  one 
other  matter  the  Town  Clerk  was  instructed  to  send  a  letter 
of  warning. 

The  Council  has  again  been  most  kind  and  considerate 
to  me  and  I  must  give  sincere  thanks  for  their  help  and 
interest.  Mr.  Bullock  has  given  me  the  fullest  assistance 
both  personally  and  through  the  services  of  his  staff.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  these  willing  contributions  to  the 
conduct  of  my  work.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  E.  Brown,  the  Borough  En¬ 
gineer,  for  much  of  the  following  information  : — 

Water  Supply. — Supplies  and  pressures  have  been 
maintained  and  bulk  purchase  of  water  continued.  Numer¬ 
ous  private  development  sites  during  the  year  have  been 
supplied.  The  antiquated  chlorinator  dosage  equipment 
has  now  been  replaced  by  a  more  satisfactory  equipment 
and  accordingly  the  residual  chlorine  results  have  been  more 
satisfactory  and  stable. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  sewers  have  functioned 
satisfactorily.  The  approval  of  many  new  private  housing 
development  sites  has  added  some  strain  to  the  rather  old 
sewera ge  system  of  the  town  but  the  low  level  outfall  sewer 
recently  constructed  has  proved  of  paramount  importance. 

Sewage  Disposal. — Investigation  and.  calculations  for 
the  design  of  the  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  are  now 
proceeding. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. — With  the  indication  of 
the  life  of  the  Stratford  Road  tip  ending  the  Council  have 
made  preliminary  enquiries  into  the  mode  of  disposal  for 
the  next  decade.  Trade  refuse  collections  have  been  re¬ 
organised  and  improved. 

Housing. — Private  building  has  continued  to  increase 
despite  disappointment  that  many  sites,  although  approved, 
have  not  yet  been  developed.  Council  house  building  has 
continued  with  the  extension  to  the  west  end  scheme  and 
of  the  Percy  Estate.  On  the  latter  estate  a  feature  has  been 
the  completion  of  the  shopping  precinct. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Paddling  Pool. — Cold  winds 
throughout  the  summer  reduced  attendances  at  the  open 
air  swimming  pool.  The  quality  of  water  has  continued  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  paddling  pool  has  been  popular  with 
children  and  with  frequent  flushings  and  chlorination  the 
water  has  been  of  satisfactory  quality. 

D.  HOUSING 

The  tempo  set  in  1961  was  not  matched  this  year  but 
there  was  nevertheless  substantial  progress.  Individual 
demolition  orders  were  made  on  62  houses.  Clearance  areas 
accounted  for  33  more  unfit  dwellings  and  6  temporary 
bungalows  (pre-fabs)  were  vacated  so  that  the  century 
mark  was  again  passed.  This  is  only  the  second  time  in  the 
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post-war  period  that  this  has  been  done  and  this  year’s 
work  alone  totals  about  one  fifth  of  the  slum  clearance  since 
1955. 

Thus,  although  you  are  likely  to  fall  short  of  the  target 
set  for  December  1964,  two  thirds  of  your  ten  year  pro¬ 
gramme  was  completed  in  the  eight  years  ending  on  31st 
December,  1962.  Unfortunately  it  now  appears  unlikely 
that  replacement  houses  can  be  built  in  1963  at  a  rate  which 
will  allow  the  same  impetus  to  be  developed.  It  is  dis¬ 
appointing  to  have  to  admit  failure  when  success  had  once 
seemed  so  near  but  the  Council  cannot  but  be  proud  of  the 
efforts  made  to  tackle  a  task  which  has  been  so  great  in 
proportion  to  the  size  of  the  community. 

Many  applications  were  received  for  improvement 
grants.  Although  only  43  houses  were  modernized  as  com¬ 
pared  with  78  in  1961,  works  of  improvement  were  going 
on  by  the  end  of  last  year  at  more  than  twice  as  many 
houses  as  obtained  at  the  turn  of  last  year.  It  is  probable 
therefore  that  the  volume  of  improvements  now  being  done 
gives  as  much  work  to  the  local  builders  as  they  can  achieve 
under  present  conditions. 

The  Council  put  forward  in  1962  another  instalment  of 
its  municipal  houses  due  for  modernisation  and  has  now 
improved  in  this  way  nearly  two  hundred  homes.  Your 
inspectors  have  again  issued  a  number  of  repair  notices 
where  systematic  inspection  has  shown  that  the  houses  are 
basically  sound.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Incidence  of  Major  Infectious  Diseases  since  1955. 
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Reference  to  Table  III  will  give  the  age  distribution  of 
the  notifications  for  1962. 

The  preceding  table  has  been  used  for  many  years  to 
follow  the  toll  of  the  major  infectious  diseases.  Scarlet 
Fever  has  however  ceased  to  be  a  major  public  health 
problem.  Diphtheria  and  Smallpox  occur  so  seldom  that 
they  merit  a  special  notice  when  they  do.  The  traditional 
table  was  becoming  occupied  by  more  blank  spaces  than 
significant  figures.  Therefore  a  change  has  been  made  in 
its  structure  so  that  it  will  in  future  trace  the  course  of 
several  common  conditions  and  several  major  diseases 
which  though  no  longer  common  still  cause  anxiety  by 
occasional  outbreaks,  e.g.  Enteric  Fevers  and  Anterior 
Poliomyelitis. 

Vaccination  and  Immunization. — An  unusually  large 
number  of  smallpox  vaccinations  were  performed  in  the 
winter  of  1962/63.  No  relaxation  was  permitted  in  the 
health  education  drive  to  have  all  new  infants  protected 
against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  The 
new  oral  (Sabin)  vaccine  has  been  introduced  for  protection 
against  Poliomyelitis.  Acceptances  are  good  among  the 
lower  age  groups  but  one  could  wish  for  a  better  response 
from  the  many  younger  adults  eligible  for  free  vaccination.

B.C.G.  Vaccination. — The  County  Scheme  provides  for 
the  skin  testing  of  school  children  in  their  13th  year.  The 
vaccine  is  given  to  those  who  do  not  react  to  the  test  material 
only.  In  case  of  a  strong  positive  reaction  a  health  invest¬ 
igation  is  advised.

6  patients  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium  and  3  patients 
discharged  during  the  year.  There  is  no  delay  in  admission 
to  hospital.  A  situation  has  now  been  reached  where  the 
total  of  deaths  over  five  or  six  years  does  not  exceed  what 
was  the  average  figure  for  one  single  year  some  decade  ago. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  where  persons — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  and 
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( b )  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  atten¬ 
tion,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gives  a 
written  certificate  in  the  prescribed  form,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  court,  having  jurisdiction, 
for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  and 
convenient  place,  e.g.  hospital.  Seven  days  clear 
notice  must  be  given  to  the  person  concerned  of  the 
intended  application  and  it  must  also  be  given  to  the 
person  managing  the  premises  or  institution.  The 
order,  if  granted,  may  authorize  a  person's  deten¬ 
tion  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months  at  the 
place  specified  in  the  Court’s  order.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR 

To  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Warwick 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  a  report  upon  the  work  of 
my  department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 

Housing  work  and  the  manifold  problems  associated 
with  it  again  occupied  most  of  the  Department’s  time.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  unfit  houses  represented  for 
demolition  was  again  increased  in  furtherance  of  the  Council’s 
10-year  programme  for  the  removal  of  unfit  houses,  then  in 
its  eighth  year.  Old  houses  worthy  of  comprehensive  repair 
and  improvement  are  now  receiving  more  attention  and  last 
year’s  results  were  encouraging  in  that  more  work  of  a  sub¬ 
stantial  nature  was  carried  out  at  this  class  of  property  than 
had  been  evident  for  many  years.  Some  streets,  especially 
in  the  East  Ward,  are  now  acquiring  a  new  look,  notably 
Broad  Street,  Guy  Street,  Cherry  Street,  and  parts  of  Em- 
scote  Road  where  recent  re-painting  among  more  major 
improvements  has  produced  a  face-lift  in  respect  of  dwelling- 
houses  comparable  with  the  more  obvious  results  at  business 
premises  in  Smith  Street.  The  Department’s  work,  however, 
is  often  more  concerned  with  the  backs  of  property  than  the 
fronts  and  efforts  to  bring  about  improvements  in  this 
respect  were  sustained  during  the  year,  both  at  private  dwell¬ 
ings  and  at  business  premises  where  a  smart  shop  front  not 
infrequently  belies  conditions  found  up  the  entry  and  in  the 
yard.

In  addition  to  the  above,  27  temporary  bungalows,  built 
immediately  after  the  War  and  intended  to  have  a  life  of  10 
years,  have  been  demolished.  Nine  of  these  were  demolished 
in  1962  ;  17  temporary  bungalows  were  still  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  another  6  were  vacated,  but  awaiting 
demolition.  The  useful  life  of  the  remaining  bungalows  is 
fast  coming  to  an  end  and  they  should  be  vacated  as  quickly 
as  rehousing  possibilities  permit. 

Statutory  action  under  the  Housing  Act  during 

THE  YEAR 

Sixty-seven  houses  were  represented  for  action  under 
the  demolition  order  provisions  for  individual  houses.  In 
respect  of  these,  56  demolition  orders  and  one  closing  order 
were  made,  5  houses  were  purchased  by  the  Council  in 
advance  of  demolition  orders,  an  undertaking  to  make  the 
house  fit  for  habitation  was  accepted  for  one  house  and 
decisions  in  respect  of  4  houses  were  awaited  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

In  addition,  2  demolition  orders  and  one  closing  order 
were  made  on  houses  represented  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Parkes  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  Nos.  1 
and  2,  comprising  44  houses,  and  the  Humphris  Street  Com¬ 
pulsory  Purchase  Order,  first  represented  in  1961,  and  com¬ 
prising  13  houses,  were  confirmed.  Eighteen  families  from 
these  3  areas  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

One  house  in  multiple  occupation  in  the  Borough  was 
made  the  subject  of  a  Management  Order  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Housing  (Management  of  Houses  in  Multiple 
Occupation)  Regulations,  1962. 
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Progress  under  the  1955  Slum  Clearance 

Programme 

This  programme  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  in  1955.  It  provided  for  the 
demolition  of  820  unfit  houses  in  10  years  ending  31st 
December,  1964.  Subsequently  the  Council  approved  the 
addition  of  40  prefabricated  bungalows  considered  not 
worthy  of  retention  (10  others  were  to  remain  for  extended 
use),  19  houses  at  Commercial  Buildings  (not  included  in  the 
original  programme)  and  19  houses  at  Pickard  Row  (owned 
by  the  Council)  making  a  revised  total  of  898. 

The  programme  was  divided  into  two  five-year  periods  ; 
during  the  first  five  years  360  were  to  be  demolished,  leaving 
538  to  be  demolished  in  the  second  period. 

From  a  slow  start  the  rate  of  progress  was  speeded  up 
until  the  end  of  the  first  five-year  period  was  reached  (31st 
December,  1959)  when  the  position  was  fairly  satisfactory, 
as,  although  not  all  the  360  houses  had  by  then  been  de¬ 
molished,  a  number  approximating  to  this  had  been  vacated 
and  many  houses  were  awaiting  demolition. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  five-year  period  progress 
further  improved  ;  the  rate  of  rehousing  accelerated  permit¬ 
ting  a  speeding  up  of  demolition  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
above  table.  The  demolition  of  121  houses  in  1961  and  95 
in  1962,  without  the  prefabricated  bungalows,  was  en¬ 
couraging.  Counting  in  the  27  bungalows  demolished,  the 
position  at  the  end  of  1962  showed  that  422  unfit  dwellings 
had  been  demolished  since  1955,  and  138  others  had  been 
vacated  and  awaited  demolition. 

Thus,  about  two-thirds  of  the  1955  programme  was 
accomplished  in  8  years,  and  if  the  progress  of  the  last  two 
years  could  be  maintained,  the  programme  would  be 
substantially  completed  in  little  more  than  the  10  years 
allowed.  Unfortunately  this  appears  quite  unlikely  and  the 
prospect  of  obtaining  a  reasonable  flow  of  new  dwellings 
necessary  for  both  slum  clearance  and  general  needs  is 
bleak. 

I  referred  in  last  year's  report  to  the  fitful  progress 
which  has  characterised  this  programme  since  its  inception 
and  that  it  would  appear  again.  At  the  end  of  1962  the 
prospect  was  most  disheartening  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
year  just  ended  had  yielded  fairly  satisfactory  results.  There 
were  practically  no  new  dwellings  in  course  of  construction, 
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whereas  in  previous  years  there  had  been  a  hundred  or  so  in 
various  stages  of  building  ;  houses  and  flats  proposed  to  be 
built  in  1963  had  not  reached  the  contract  stage  and  the 
totals  proposed  were  quite  inadequate  for  slum  clearance 
purposes  alone,  much  less  general  housing  needs  ;  there 
were  135  unfit  dwellings  already  subject  to  demolition  orders 
or  clearance  orders,  but  still  occupied,  and  another  211 
houses  in  the  slum  clearance  programme  in  respect  of  which 
statutory  action  had  not  been  commenced.  With  house 
building  virtually  at  a  standstill,  few  houses  will  be  available 
for  slum  clearance  in  1963.  This  position  was  emphasised  in 
a  special  report  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants  and  Loans 

Improvement  grants  for  the  provision  of  additional 
amenities  to  bring  older  houses  in  the  town  up  to  modern 
standards  continued  to  be  made  and  the  Council’s  policy  in 
this  respect  is  most  helpful.  In  addition  to  the  provision  of 
bathrooms,  internal  sanitation,  hot  water  facilities  and  food 
storage  accommodation,  many  applications  now  include 
provision  for  remedying  dampness  and  replacement  of  old- 
fashioned  fireplaces. 

During  1962,  43  dwellings  were  modernised  or,  in  the 
case  of  conversions,  provided,  with  the  aid  of  grants.  This 
figure  is  lower  than  the  78  for  1961,  but  at  the  end  of  1962 
work  at  94  was  still  in  progress  compared  with  only  46  at 
the  end  of  1961.  This  is  principally  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  conversions  and  improvements  are  taking 
longer  to  complete  and  quite  often  several  months  elapse 
from  the  approval  of  a  grant  to  the  commencement  of  the 
work.  This  may  be  due  to  builders  accepting  more  orders 
than  they  can  carry  out  at  any  one  time  or  that  owners  first 
wish  to  ascertain  the  full  extent  of  their  liabilities,  after 
taking  into  account  the  improvement  grant  to  be  given, 
before  they  place  orders. 

In  connection  with  the  cost  of  work,  many  applications 
are  now  being  received  for  loans  to  cover  the  owner’s  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  improvements  and  the  cost  of  the  repairs. 
These  applications  are  invariably  considered  along  with  an 
application  for  a  grant  and,  again,  the  Council’s  policy  in 
assisting  owners  by  making  such  loans  has  been  very  helpful 
and  has  resulted  in  many  more  houses  being  properly  im¬ 
proved  and  repaired  than  would  have  been  possible  other- 
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wise.  Applications  for  loans  for  repairs,  where  no  grant  is 
possible,  have  also  been  received,  often  as  a  result  of  a  notice 
calling  for  repairs.  The  majority  of  these  have  been  favour¬ 
ably  considered  and  owners  have  been  able  to  undertake  the 
full  repairs  necessary. 

This  work  takes  up  a  lot  of  administrative  time  in  my 
department  but  the  results  show  that  this,  as  distinct  from 
actual  inspectorial  duties,  is  well  worth  while.  Most  owners, 
especially  owner-occupiers,  are  grateful  for  the  help  given  in 
informal  discussions  before  applications  are  made.  Further¬ 
more,  the  continued  policy  of  making  my  department  the 
focal  point  for  all  enquiries  and  using  the  department  for  the 
centralisation  of  the  administrative  work  involved  has 
proved  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

The  average  cost  of  Standard  Improvement  Grants  for 
the  past  year  was  £87  4s.  Od.,  whilst  the  average  cost  for 
both  standard  and  discretionary  grants  was  approximately 
£282  per  unit  of  accommodation  provided. 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  conversion  of  St.  Edith’s, 
All  Saints,  into  nine  flats  was  completed.  The  work  at  the 
Lord  Leycester  Hospital  continued  to  make  good  progress 
although,  because  of  the  necessity  to  alter  the  original 
scheme,  the  original  ten  units  have  had  to  be  reduced  to 
nine.  It  is,  however,  understood  that  consideration  is  already 
being  given  by  the  Governors  to  an  extension  of  the  present 
scheme  which  will  result  in  an  increased  number  of  self- 
contained  flats. 

Under  provisions  similar  to  those  applying  to  private 
owners,  the  work  of  modernising  municipal  houses  continued, 
195  having  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS  AND  REPAIRS 

House-to-house  inspections  on  a  systematic  basis  were 
resumed  in  1959  and  it  has  been  the  aim  since  in  each  year 
to  have  inspected  a  proportion  of  the  older  houses  considered 
capable  of  improvement  and  retention  as  sound  dwellings  on 
a  long  term  basis.  Comprehensive  notices  drawing  attention 
separately  to  (a)  matters  calling  for  urgent  attention,  (b) 
defects  requiring  remedy  in  the  interests  of  good  main¬ 
tenance,  and  (c)  lack  of  amenities,  are  sent  to  the  owners. 
In  the  first  place  these  notices  are  of  an  advisory  nature  and 
a  fairly  long  interval  is  allowed  before  statutory  action  is 
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recommended  to  enforce  compliance  with  requirements 
which  can  be  enforced,  as  it  is  preferable  to  obtain  a  com¬ 
plete  modernisation  of  the  dwelling  wherever  possible  when 
maintenance  repairs  are  more  readily  carried  out.  The 
provision  of  modern  amenities  cannot,  of  course,  be  enforced 
but  a  fair  number  of  dwellings  have  been  modernised  and 
thoroughly  repaired  as  a  result  of  these  notices  and  subse¬ 
quent  persuasion,  particularly  on  a  change  of  ownership. 
Following  the  inspection,  the  owner's  attention  is  drawn  to 
improvement  grants  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered  an 
application  for  such  grant  would  succeed  and  an  increasing 
number  of  houses  are  modernised  as  a  result  of  these  initial 
house-to-house  visits.  In  quite  a  number  of  cases  owners  un¬ 
willing  to  add  more  capital  to  their  properties  have  been 
prepared  to  sell  to  sitting  tenants  who  have  then  modernised 
their  dwellings  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

Apart  from  results  now  being  seen  in  modernised 
property,  maintenance  repairs  carried  out  at  properties 
inspected  in  the  last  few  years  in  the  course  of  this  systematic 
review  are  proving  encouraging.  Notices  and  enforcement 
have,  however,  still  to  be  gauged  to  the  capacity  of  local 
builders  to  fulfil  orders  and  any  considerable  increase  in 
the  issue  of  notices  would  quickly  outstrip  this  capacity. 

So  far  this  work  has  been  carried  out  largely  in  the 
East  Ward  as  it  is  in  this  Ward  that  most  of  the  old,  fairly 
substantial  property,  without  modern  amenities  but  worthy 
of  improvement  occurs.  In  all,  262  houses  have  now  been 
inspected  comprehensively  in  recent  years,  42  being  in¬ 
spected  in  1962.  Out  of  the  262,  21  have  been  modernised 
with  the  aid  of  grants  and  thoroughly  repaired,  in  8  cases 
improvements  approved  for  grant  purposes  are  in  progress, 
in  six  other  cases  grants  have  been  approved  but  work  had 
not  been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year,  73  houses  have 
been  substantially  repaired  but  additional  amenities  not 
provided,  and  29  houses  have  been  partly  repaired. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Minister  asked  local 
authorities  to  review  their  areas  with  a  view  to  establishing 
the  number  of  sound  old  houses  requiring  modernisation  and 
proceeding  with  a  programme  of  modernisation  and  repair 
street  by  street.  The  report  he  required  had  not  been  pre¬ 
pared  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  work 
on  the  lines  he  suggested  had  been  progressing  here,  per¬ 
force  rather  slowly,  for  some  years.  Compulsory  acquisition 
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where  owners  are  completely  unwilling  to  co-operate  had 
not  so  far  been  contemplated,  but  the  Minister  has  reminded 
authorities  of  their  powers  in  this  matter.

To  promote  the  fullest  use  of  municipal  accommodation 
40  exchanges  were  arranged. 

In  the  17  years  since  the  end  of  1945,  1,458  families, 
comprising  5,244  persons  have  been  rehoused,  but  during 
the  same  period  there  have  been  2,364  applications,  78  of 
these  being  registered  during  1962. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTIONS 

Two  thousand,  one  hundred  and  ninety  two  inspections 
were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  As 
in  previous  years  most  of  the  230  notices  issued  under  the 
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Public  Health  Act  related  to  dwellinghouse  defects  of  a 
general  nature  and  were  limited  to  urgent  matters.  In  14 
cases  it  was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices. 

Drainage,  Sanitary  Accommodation,  Washing 
Accommodation  and  Refuse  Receptacles 

During  the  period  36  notices  requiring  choked  drains 
to  be  cleared  or  defective  drains  to  be  repaired  were  com¬ 
plied  with  ;  13  notices  requiring  repairs  to  water  closets 

received  attention  ;  6  dustbins  were  provided  and  15 

accumulations  of  refuse  were  removed. 

Vermin  Infestation 

Rats  and  Mice. — Systematic  investigations  to  ascertain 
infestations  were  continued  during  the  year.  The  depart¬ 
ment  dealt  with  infestations,  principally  of  a  minor  character,

In  addition  during  the  year  visits  were  made  to  hospitals 
in  the  Borough  on  12  occasions,  and  the  Council’s  refuse  tip 
and  sewage  disposal  works  were  treated  regularly.  Two 
block  treatments  were  carried  out. 

The  town’s  sewers  were  inspected  and  treated  against 
rats.  Although  unpoisoned  baits  were  laid  in  49  manholes, 
bait  was  only  taken  in  8.  In  these  8,  poison  bait  was  sub¬ 
sequently  laid  to  complete  the  treatments. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Routine  inspections  and  observations  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  were  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Apart  from  Warwick  Hospital  where  hand  firing  must 
continue  until  new  boiler  plant  is  built,  all  the  larger  steam 
raising  plants  in  the  Borough  are  now  fired  mechanically. 

Compared  with  a  few  years  ago,  smoke  emissions  from 
individual  chimneys  show  a  marked  improvement  due  to 
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the  installation  of  modern  steam  raising  plant,  either  adopt¬ 
ing  mechanical  stokers  and  scientific  firing  of  solid  fuel,  or 
oil  firing.  In  general,  there  was  little  cause  for  complaint 
about  emissions  from  these  sources,  though  the  sulphur 
problem — as  opposed  to  the  smoke  problem- — will  remain 
until  the  answer  has  been  found  to  the  question  as  to  how 
to  eliminate  sulphur  and  sulphur  compounds  economically 
from  smoke  emissions. 

Emissions  from  other  types  of  industrial  chimneys 
continued  to  receive  close  observation.  It  is  regrettable 
that  the  worst  offender  was  again  the  cupola  plant  at  the 
large  iron  foundry  in  the  Borough  and  that  the  costly  grit 
arresting  plant  installed  less  than  three  years  ago  had  not 
proved  as  effective  as  anticipated.  The  Company  concerned, 
Thos.  Potterton,  Ltd.,  The  British  Cast  Iron  Research 
Association,  the  Alkali  Works  Inspector,  and  your  officers, 
were  all  co-operating  to  find  an  early  solution  to  the  grit 
and  smoke  problems  of  this  foundry  and,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  a  pilot  plant  which  promised  a  high  degree  of  success 
was  installed  by  a  special  company  engaged  to  design  new 
plant  to  deal  with  the  emissions. 

Prior  approval  to  new  plants  satisfying  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  given  in  seven  cases,  viz  :  At  a 
new  school,  at  2  offices,  at  3  factories,  and  at  a  market 
garden. 

In  two  cases,  chimneys  for  new  installations  had  to  be 
heightened  to  satisfy  the  local  authority  and  in  another 
case  an  old  chimney  was  provided  with  a  lining. 

The  Percy  Estate  Smoke  Control  Order  was  found  to 
be  observed  by  the  majority  of  householders  concerned, 
though  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when  very  severe  weather 
conditions  were  being  experienced,  investigations  showed 
that  some  occupiers  were  contravening  the  Order.  In  some 
cases  the  reasons  given  could  be  accepted  as  genuine,  but 
in  others  it  was  felt  that  temporary  difficulties  in  obtaining 
a  regular  supply  of  smokeless  fuel  from  certain  merchants 
were  being  used  as  an  excuse  for  wilfully  ignoring  the  Order. 
The  position  was  under  review  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  considered  making  Smoke  Control  Orders 
for  other  areas  of  new  residential  development  and  decided 
as  the  next  step  to  proceed  to  the  making  of  Orders  in 
respect  of  Lodge  Wood  Estate,  comprising  170  new  houses 
in  course  of  construction  to  the  south  of  Stratford  Road

and  72  flats  in  course  of  construction  at  St.  Johns.  These 
Orders  were  to  be  submitted  for  confirmation  early  in  1963. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  at  Public  Houses  and 
Places  of  Public  Entertainment 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  licensed  premises 
generally  was  found  to  be  of  good  standard  and  well  main¬ 
tained.  At  8  licensed  premises  the  accommodation  was 
improved  after  representations  to  the  owners  concerned. 

Caravans  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

A  total  of  46  inspections  during  the  year  was  made  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop¬ 
ment  Act,  1960.  At  the  end  of  1962  seven  licences  permit¬ 
ting  the  stationing  of  caravans  were  in  operation  in  the 
Borough. 

The  largest  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  closed  during 
the  year.  A  new  and  nearby  site  was  licensed,  however,  and 
many  of  the  caravans  on  the  former  site  were  transferred 
to  the  new  site. 

Factories  Act,  1937 

During  the  year  covered  by  the  report  additional  sani¬ 
tary  accommodation  was  provided  at  two  factories,  the 
existing  accommodation  was  improved  at  two  factories,  and 
there  was  improved  cleanliness  at  two  factories.  At  the 
end  of  1962  the  register  included  122  factories,  84  having 
mechanical  power  and  38  without  mechanical  power. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Materials  Act,  1951 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  the  one  premises 
registered  in  the  Borough. 

Some  work  still  requires  to  be  undertaken  at  these 
premises. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Inspection  and  reinspections  of  shops  continued  during 
1962.  The  following  improvements  were  made  :  Sanitary 
accommodation  improved  at  6  shops  ;  improved  washing 
facilities  at  6  shops  ;  improved  ventilation  at  7  shops  ; 
structural  improvements  at  5  shops.  At  the  end  of  1962 
certificates  of  exemption  to  provide  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  were  in  operation  in  respect  of  seven  shops.

Terminal  Disinfection 

Two  houses  were  disinfected  following  removal  of 
patients  to  hospital  or  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers. 

A  total  of  24  investigations  were  made  following  noti¬ 
fications  of  infectious  disease.

Inspection  of  Food  at  Retailers’  Shops 

Visits  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year  under 
review  were  :  300  to  retail  shops  ;  107  to  premises  used  for 
food  preparation  ;  40  to  ice  cream  premises  and  vehicles  ; 
6  to  dairies  ;  10  to  bakehouses  ;  16  to  hotels  and  restaurants 
and  25  to  market  stalls.  Food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  weighed  4  cwts.  3  qrs. 

Regular  inspections  as  far  as  practicable  have  been 
made  of  all  premises  in  the  town  concerned  with  the  manu¬ 
facture,  preparation,  storage  or  sale  of  food.  In  many 
instances  owners  or  occupiers  were  called  upon  to  carry 
out  improvements,  alterations  and  repairs.  In  particular, 
substantial  improvements  were  obtained  at  a  food  factory, 
5  licensed  premises  and  two  hotels. 

Ice  cream  vans,  market  stalls,  the  Mop  and  Racecourse 
all  received  regular  inspections. 

One  important  food  manufacturing  business  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  new  and  much  larger  premises  during  the  year. 
The  existing  premises  were  taken  over  by  a  flour  confec¬ 
tionery  firm.  Both  these  premises  are  good. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926 

Again,  as  found  necessary,  shops  were  visited  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act, 
1926,  and  Orders  made  thereunder,  concerning  correct 
labelling  of  foods  displayed  for  sale.

The  results  of  samples  of  the  public  water  supply 
shewed  that  water  as  delivered  at  the  taps  in  the  town 
was  safe  and  of  good  quality. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

A  warning  letter  was  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Council  to  a  firm  contravening  section  2 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  following  the  sale  of 
mouldy  sponge  cakes. 

Action  was  taken  under  section  9  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  when  food  found  to  be  unfit  was  con¬ 
demned  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  The  Town  Clerk  was 
instructed  to  institute  legal  proceedings  against  the  manu¬ 
facturers  concerned,  but  it  was  subsequently  found  not 
possible  to  institute  such  proceedings.
